But we must 
have a reprieve of advanced, oppressive, 
life controlling technology.

On June 23, 2000, Jeffrey "Free" Luers and Craig "Critter" Marshall were indicted on 
nine felony counts and one misdemeanor. The charges were placed on the 
■defendants acting together with others as yet unnamed," opening the door to a 
continuous investigation against activists in Eugene. 

On June 16 at 1:30 AM, Luers and Marshall were stopped by Springfield police for a 
"routine traffic violation." (The car they were driving had a headlight out) When Spnngfield 
police called in their licenses, the Eugene Police Department ordered them held. 
They were then turned over to the Eugene police and booked at Lane County Jail on 
charges of Criminal Mischief and Arson. The next day, the Eugene police told the 
media that Luers and Marshall were being held on suspicion of an arson at a 
Eugene car dealership, resulting in $40,000 in damage. They claimed the arson 
occurred at the time of the arrest and, contradicting the Springfield police, stated that 
Eugene police followed the suspects from the scene. 

On June 17, Eugene police obtained a warrant to search Luers' residence for specific 
items, including empty plastic containers, sponges, incense sticks, matches, rubber 
bands, paint, gasoline, and correspondence to the both of them. Another resident 
was detained and questioned for two hours. BATF was identified at the scene. Since 
that time, activists have reported continued surveillance of their homes and offices, 
by both the Eugene police and the FBI. 

After sometime in jail, Craig pleaded guilty to two lesser charges and is now serving 
a 5-year sentence. Free went to trial after being offered a deal for over 10 years. On 
June 11th, 2001 , Jeff "Free" Luers was sentenced to nearly 23 years on 11 charges 
ranging from Arson I to Attempted Criminal Mischief stemming from two incidents 
last year in Eugene, Oregon. 

Free had admitted to criminal mischief regarding a truck fire at Romania Chevrolet. At 
the sentencing he read a statement taking accountability for the Romania fire, and 
emphasizing the care he took to ensure no one would be injured. He said: 
"W cannot be said that I am unfeeling or uncaring. My heart is filled with love and compassion. 
I right to protect life....all life. Not to take it. It's not an exaggeration to say that we're expenencing 
a period of extinction equal to that of the dinosaurs. 40, 000 species go extinct each year, yet we 
continue to pollute and exploit the natural world... I will not ask this court to grant me leniency. 
All I ask Is that you believe the sincerity of my words, and that you believe that my actions, 
whether or not you believe them to be misguided, stem from the love I have in my heart. " 
The judge responded by saying that he "never doubted Free's sincerity". He stated 
that Free's political beliefs would not influence the sentencing, that he would be sentenced 
"solely on the severity of the crimes". Yet Free received a sentence harsher than that 
of many murderers and rapists. We are not so naive as to say we're surpnsed with the 
sentence, the judge made many comments during the trial that indicated he'd already 
decided the outcome. He was often seen completely ignoring the testimony, typing on 
his laptop instead of listening. An appeal is already underway. 

Make no mistake...a war is being waged on the Earth and all its creatures. Do not 
participate in the State's campaign to marginalize and incapacitate those who take 
radical action in defense of the Earth. Failure to support our political prisoners is 
tantamount to sanctioning repression by the State. 

"Howl" for Free. Howl for all political prisoners. They will hear you.
